4* The DCI received a letter dated 1 December 1961 from the 
Assistant Attorney General requesting the assistance of the Agency in 
its program to combat organized crime. The request was to search 
the Agency files for information on those individuals whose names 
appeared on an enclosed list. In addition, the Agency was also 
requested to make arrangements so that any information subsequently 
received on these people might be forwarded to the Department of 
Justice. Appropriate procedures were establish ed with other com- 
ponents within the Agency and are still in effect. 

5. It is recommended that coordination be effected with the 
Chief, Organized Crime and Racketeering Section, Criminal Division, 
Department of Justice before any information in paragraph 4 is
